ECOMOMY AND TAXATION. 
Just at present the entire country is in the grip of an 
industrial and financial depression. 
Consequently, there has 
been much talk about retrenchment and reform in the matter 
of public expenditures for all purposes. 
Under these coil' 
ditions it is not strange that the question of reducing state 
taxes has arisen in the minds of the people; and as usually 
happens when the thought of economy is in the air, there 
have been some who have sought to economize by seeking 
to abolish some of the state institutions of learning; or, at 
least to reduce their appropriations for maintainance and 
support. 
It should be remembered in this connnection that, 
while taxes are high, the most important items of taxation 
arise from the demands of the local school districts, the 
coui .es and municipalities, and not from the needs of the 
state government. 
State taxes in Oklahoma at the present time are not 
high- 
Indeed, it is a question for the supreme court to de­ 
cide whether the one and one-half mill levy decided upon by 
the state authorities last fall is to be collected; and should 
the supreme court decide adversely to the position of the 
itate authorities on this question, no state taxes will be 
paid at all; should the supreme court decide in favor of 
the position of the state authorities, the maximum amount 
of taxes that will be levied during the next year for state 
purposes will be $1.50 on a $1,000 assessed valuation. 
Allis 
ie one of the low est state tax rates in the United States. 
In.percapita wealth. Oklahoma rangs fourteenth among 
the 48 states of the Union. 
In per capita state taxes it 
ranks thirty-seventh among the states of the Union. 
It will 
be seen that relief from the burden of taxation cannot be 
secured through reduction of the state taxes, which are as 
shown above, among the lowest in the country, but such re­ 
lief must come through the retrenchment in the expenditures 
of the local and county budgets. 
The attempt o secure reduction of taxes through the 
cutting down of appropriations for state institutions of higher 
learning is e s p e c ia lly futile in view of the fact that Oklahoma 
is forty-second among the 48 states of the Union in the

there are only six states in the Union which spend less 
per capita on their state schools than does Oklahoma. As 
an illustration of the futility of seeking a re 
through retrenchment in appropriation for 
us take the case of the East Central State Normal school. 
This institution received last year a total appropriation of 
$64,366, but a portion of this money came from school lands 
known as the New College Lands 
and 
Section 13. 
The 
amount of money appropriated for this institution coming 
from general revenue fund was just a little over $39,000. 
The assessed valuation of all the property 
in 
Oklahoma 
amounts to one- and one-half billions, therefore, all of the 
$39,000 which went to the East Central State Normal school 
had come from ad valorem taxes on property it would 
amount to 2.6 cents on $1,000 worth of assessed valuation; 
but at least two-thirds of the general revenue fund of this 
state comes from gross production and indirect taxes with 
which the ordinary property owner has absolutely no con­ 
cern; and only one-third of this amount comes from direct 
taxes on property. 
In other words, the tax-payer’s contribu­ 
tion to the support and maintenance of East Central State 
Normal school the last year was probably eight-tenths of 
one cent on every* $1,000 worth of assessed valuation. 
That 
is to say, if the appropriations for this institution were cut 
off entirely for next y ar, and the other sta te ,-local, and 
county. expenses remained the same, the Lax payer whose 
property is assessed at $1,000 would secure a reduction of 
eigftt-tenths of one cent, and the taxpayer whose property 
is' assessed 
$10,000 would secure a reduction of 8 cents. 
From all over the country there comes a cry for better 
prepared teachers. 
In the language of Lincoln, the republic 
ow es to everyone of her future citizens an “unfettered start 
and a fair chance in the race of life’*; and the school is the 
principal agency which society has thus far developed for 
securing this equality of opportunity in the race of life. 
The schools are good or bad largely as the teachers who have 
c h t’ jfo of them are capable or incom petent. 
“The *r,?.<)tr 
is the school ” in a very large measure. 
Therefore, society 
is exceedingly concerned with any movement which has for 
it* purpose the improvement of the public schools. 
And the 
matter of facilities for teacher training is of the utmost im­ 
portance. 
Under these conditions, there is probably not a 
w ell informed taxpayer who would hesitate to pay eight- 
tenths of one cent on a $1,000 assessed valuation in order 
to keep the doors of East Central open, and thus provide 
opportunity for the 1,339 people who enrolled in this insti­ 
tution last year to continue their preparation for services 
in Ute public schools.
